EXPLOSION AND FIRE. 



o.i.l, Injnrt-d I.. Philadelphia 



Philadelphia, March 23.— One person 
was killed and four seriously injured 
l>.\ a terrible explosion of collodiuin 
in the photographic supply establish- 
ment of Thomas McCollin & Co., on 
South Uth street. The dead man is 
Herman Weiss, aged 13. The more 
seriously injured are Geo. W. Nicho- 
las, August Hauser, Daniel Reed, a 
fireman, anil John A. (irnnton. 

Thi building was almost entirely 
wrecked, and the adjoining structure, 
occupied by V. Clad & Sons, manu- 
facturers of hotel ranges and kitchen 
supplies, was also badly damaged by 
the force of the explosion. There 
were over 100 persons in the Clad 
building when the explosion occurred 
on the sixth floor of the McCollin 
building. The force of the explosion 
blew out the nortli wall of the build- 
ing, and the heavy mass crashed 
through the roof of the Clad struct- 
ure, which was only four stories in 
height. On the fourth floor of the 
hitter building Weiss and Hauser, who 
were coppersmiths, were working, 
and they were carried to the third 
floor with the falling walls. Hauser 
was rescued by fellow workmen, but 
Weiss was too deeply buried under 
the debris to be gotten out before he 
died. 

The explosion set the McCollin 
building on fire, and the work of res- 
cuing the other occupants of the two 
structures was carried on with dilli-
